PROGRAMME NOTES 


COLAS ET COLINETTE, by Joseph Quesnel (1749-1809), arr. Godfrey Ridout (born 1918) 


On January 7, 1970, the Montreal Gazette advertised "Colas et Colinette - 
ou Le Bailli-dupé” to be given at la Salle de Spectacle on January 14th: "Comédie 
en trois actes et en prose, mélée d’ariettes". It was performed by Le Théatre de 
Societe, a group of prominent citizens headed by Joseph Quesnel. 


Quesnel, who wrote the original text as well as the music in 1788, was born 
in St. Malo, France, and in 1779 the ship of which he was captain was captured by 
the British off the coast of Nova Scotia and he was taken to Halifax. Later he 
settled in Boucherville, near Montreal. His activities of violin playing, writing 


poetry and plays with music sought to entertain and to demonstrate that there was 
room for amateur theatre in Canada. 


The style of his comic opera is similar to that cultivated by Quesnel's 
Parisian contemporaries ~ Gretry, Monsigny and Philidor. There are fourteen vocal 
numbers, all solos or duets except for the two final numbers which are larger en~ 
sembles - one a vaudeville and one a finale. This evening's performance features 
six of these ariettes. The theme of the plot recalls Rousseau's philosophy : 
Colinette, an orphan country girl, prefers Colas, simple and honest peasant, aS a 
prospective husband to a well-established village bailiff. 


In 1963 Godfrey Ridout undertook to restore this opera by filling out the 
accompaniment and writing an overture based on Quesnel's tunes. This was a diffi- 
cult task since all that remained of the original score was the second violin part. 
In combination with the also-extant.vocal line, this often suggested a bass note and 
harmony. The revived opera was premiered during the same year at a Ten Centuries 
Concert in Toronto; in 1968 it was released on the Select label. 


A review of the original premiere described that opera in this way : 
"The piece pleases at first, then it charms and finally it enchants ..." 


Ho ROR 
LE PAPILLON, by Calixa Lavallée 


Although he is chiefly remembered today for a single composition, "O Canada", 
Calixa Lavallée was, in his lifetime, acknowledged as a composer of merit in Canada, 
the United States, and Paris. 


One of the pillars upon which his fame rested was undoubtedly his Etude No, 
10 in E minor, called "Le Papillion". (The Butterfly). Its very great popularity 
resulted in editions by no less than 10 publishers. Written during Lavallee's studies 
at the Paris Conservatoire from 1873-75, "Le Papillon" was performed in the class of 
his teacher Marmontel where it received (according to his biographer) "des commentaires 
élogieux.” 


Lavallée's biographer, Lapierre, ranks the étude as pedagogically superir to 
those of Czerny, Le Coupey or Cramer. Typical of the short, easily grasped parlor 
piece of the 19th century, "Le Papillon" gives evidence of Lavallée's gift for spon- 
taneous and vital melody.

PIANO SONATA No. 1, by Rodolphe Mathieu 


ae Like Lavallee and Champagne , Mathieu too received his musical training at the 
aris Conservatoire. His studies in Paris with Vincent d'Indy and Louis Aubert, and 


his contact with the compositional techniques and aesthetic principles of Scriabin are 
especially influential in the formation of his later style. 


The Sonata No. 1 for piano (actually his only work in this form) was written 
in 1926. It was recorded by the CBC in 1956. Its single movement is based upon, in- 
deed generated by, the opening "germ" theme. Particularly noteworthy among the develop- 


ments and variations of this theme are extensive use of "Scriabinesque" harmonies built 
of 4ths. 


STRING QUARTET, by Claude Champagne 


In his multiple role as composer, teacher and administrator, Claude Champagne 
(1891-1965) was acknowledged dean of French-Canadian composers. He is also accredited 
with capturing something of Canadian "“€lavour" in his works, undoubtedly due to his 


frequent use of folk melodies or subject matter, for example in "Danse Villageoise" or 
“Symphonie gaspésienne". 


However, his later works, among them the String Quartet, depart rather radic-~ 
ally from his style, revealing a composer grappling with new techniques and sonorities. 


“after writing a piano concerto in 1950, Champagne completed one of his pro-~ 
foundest works : his String Quartet ... The. Quartet contains elements of both sonata 
and fugue. Expert in the most rigorous aspects of counterpoint, Champagne reveals 
his innermost personality by means of the most admirable and sparing polyphony, highly 
dissonant at times. It is a unique work and pared down to essentials, growing out of, 
and reflecting a solitude that seems to be the lot of the best of our poets and 
painters." (Desautels, in ‘Aspects of Music in Canada’) 


The String Quartet was completed in 1951 and premiered by the Montreal String 
Quartet for the Montreal Pro Musica Society.

ASYMETRIES No. 2, by Serge Garant 


Serge Garant, a student of Claude Champagne, has frequently and justifiably 
been designated “avant garde". Ina discussion of Garant and his Music, R. Murray 
Schafer points out that, "Scores by him (Garant) dating from about 1954 show that he 
had already discovered and was pacing Pierre Boulez; and chronologically they placed 
him at least four years in advance of anyone else in this country. That observation is 
not as inconsequential as some may suppose, for with the pace of musical life today, 
four years can mean centuries.” 


Asymetries No. 2 for clarinet and piano was the result of a commission by Dart- 
mouth College to write a composition for the Festival of. English, Canadian and American 
music in 1959. Garant had first used chance music a year earlier in "Three pieces for 
string quartet" and here employs chance elements more extensively.

The work consists of four movements: 


: : the first - "violent, explosif" and 
third "chantant", calme" are fixed. 


pas The second and fourth have the same musical mat- 
erial (divided into sections) but the performer is instructed to execute this material 
differently in each of the two presentations: the second is to be played at the tempo 
indicated, the fourth as fast as possible. Furthermore, the two presentations are not 
to begin with the same section. These chance organizational elements contrast with the 
finical exactitude in notation of rhythm, dynamics and articulation, of each component.

AN ENGLISH LESSON, by Gabriel Charpentier (born 1925) 


Gabriel Charpentier, born in Richmond in the Eastern Townships of Quebec, has 
studied with Jean Papineau~Couture and Nadia Boulanger. His activities as musical or~ 
ganizer for Montreal television and his association with Le Theatre du Nouveau Monde 
and the Stratford Festival have stimulated him to write extensively for theatre, in- 
cluding Toronto's present production of ‘Galileo’. 


"An English Lesson", composed for the 1968 summer season at Stratford, is one 
of the more recent contributions to the Canadian operatic repertoire. As in the case 
of "Colas", the composer himself has written both the text and the music. He made his 
choice of French expressions from ‘A Dictionary of Foreign Words and Phrases in Current 
English'. It is Charpentier's first venture into this form, and in his own words, tt 
is a "theatrical spectacle , employing small forces". (A longer opera ~ a mixed media 
happening - is Orphée, a work commissioned in 1969 for the opening festival at Ottawa's 


National Arts Centre). 


The work concerns itself with a young woman teaching four male students those 
French expressions which can and often are dropped in the English language (e.g. "avant 
garde", "téte-a-téte", “liaison"). The surrealistic plot has been extracted from the 
format of the English lesson : this young woman, who has had the misfortune of being 4 
victim of a "marriage de convenance", takes on three lovers in succession -- the first 
is a dull bureaucrat ; the second, an Vartiste"; the third is the archetypal sophist~ 
icated lover who introduces her to another life altogether. Her husband who cannot 
bear the situation puts an end to it all. 


Charpentier's compositional devices in this piece include short speech graphs, 
musical quotes and an occasional use of serialism.

STIMMUNG (1968) 


“STTMMUNG" (Mood, Frame of Mind, Disposition) for six vocalists, was 
comissioned by the "Collegium Vocale" of the Rhineland School of Music in 
Cologne. 


The score came into existence during February and March 1968 in a house 
on Long Island Sound in Madison, Connecticut, U.S.A. I made use of texts, 
which I wrote during an amorous period in April 1967 in Sausalito near San 
Francisco, and on the sea shore between San Francisco and Carmel. The 
"magic names" were assembled by the young anthropologist Nancy Wyle. 


After the music was completed, I chose the title "STIMMUNG" which is 
atbiguous : the pure “tuning in", in which the vocalists sing the second, 
third, fourth, fifth, seventh and ninth overtones of the deep B (the keynote) 
and have to find it again with the help of a “pure” rer veRnie access 
very softly on the magnetophone to harmonize; the emihtnagari sic rR:

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also the meaning of atmosphere, of fluidity, of disposition, (for instance, 
one speaks of “guter Stimmmg" and "schlechter Stimnung", a state of harmony 


or discord with one's environment) and also in "Stimmung" one finds the 
"Stimme"! (voice). 


The vocalists, who were placed differently during long rehearsals, learned 
an entirely new vocal technique during many months; the pitchnote should be 
sung as softly as possible, and certain overtones (marked by a succession of 
numbers from 2 to 24 and by vocal sequences of the phonetic alphabet) - as 
dominatingly as possible; without vibrato, vibrating only in the frontal and 
other head cavities; with long, quiet, balanced respiration. When necessary, 
each voice must have a microphone and be amplified over the loudspeaker in 
order to make every nuance of a single singer audible. Every singer has 8 or 
9 "models" or "patterns" and 11 "magic names", Which he - in confommnity with a 
"form scheme”, according to the sequence, may bring freely into the performance 
and to which the others react with "transformations", "variations", "syncopat~ 
ions", "forced vibrations of voice" or "concords". 

Nothing is conducted. In a given combination of voices the singer of one 
model leads and then surrenders the lead to another as soon as he perceives that 
the right moment has com. 


A “magic name" is, after one of the singers has “called” for it with the 
tempo and roughly the same articulation as that of the "model", repeated period- 
ically and thus made an integral part of the decisive model. The model's lip - 
and mouth positions - are kept to as much as possible, by this means the name 
sounds more or less deformed. ‘The reaction to a magic name makes a change of 
atmosphere, evoked by the character and meaning of the name, clearly noticeable. 
"Stimmmg", surely, is meditative music. Time has stopped. One listens attent- 
ively to the innermost depth of sound, the innermost of the harmonic spectrum, 
the innermost of vocal sound. 

The first performances took place on the 9th and 10th of December 1968 in 
the Maison de la Radio, Foyer B, ORTF in Paris. ‘The newspapers described the 
performance as a "campfire for Hippies", probably because of the colourful shirts, 
embroidered skirts and bare feet of the singers who sat, tailorwise, almost 


motionless for 75 minutes, in a circle on the floor, totally absorbed, with a 
faint circle of light in the centre, each with a microphone in his hand, the 6 
bullet-shaped lowispeakers around them with the diaphragms directed at the 
ceiling. 

In order to get into the right mood we played, in complete darkness, the 
Telemusik as a starter. Since then the same ensemble has sung “Stimmmg" many 
times in various towns in Europe and during Expo 1970 in Osaka, this music was 
performed 72 times in the German Pavilion. 


There was one unfortunate performance : during the Holland Festival in 
Amsterdam, in 1969, in the sold-out Concertgebouw, the performance of "Stimmung" 
which had started off particularly well, was wrecked after 20 minutes by about 
a dozen "Provos" (so-called "left radical students") with cat-calls, to such an 
extent that we had to stop. Amongst the disturbing elements were, according to 
the newspapers, "modern" Dutch composers. In a following "Podiums-discussion" 
some of them explained that they had wanted to “participa " and since this music 
did not make this possible, it was "autocratic". 


The journalists twisted and exaggerated this incident to such an extent that 
the German Radio summed things up with the statement that the work "lacked 


social necessity”. 


"Stimmung" will yet silence the howling wolves !

Alfred Deller, who was holding a course On Madrigals in Cologne at that 
time helped to prepare the first concert, which consisted of Italian, German 

and English renaissance music. tn 1968, Karlheinz Stockhausen wrote "Stimmung" 
for them and, besides the premiere in Paris (at the ORTF) there have been per- 
formances in Amsterdam, Beirut, Bangkok, Bonn, Graz, Munich, Perugia, Rome, 

Expo 70 (in Osaka), London, Nitrnberg and Kiel. The present members of the group 


have been together since 1968 and are freelance.
